“Arthur Kay and Stu Meyer are correct in believing that 
amateur radio has a problem but they are shooting at the 
wrong target. As an NRA member, Arthur knows that even 
a bullseye on the wrong target doesn't count. 


The target that Arthur, Stu and the rest of us should 
shoot at is APATHY. 


1 only have 54 years in ham radio so Arthur has had 6 
years longer to monitor ARRL--the hams' Washington 
“lobby.” However, | think he would still agree that, by 
and large, ARRL has done a good job. 


Nevertheless, even though ARRL is the only organization 
that has, for over half a century, represented them, onl. 
thirt) cent of the licensed hams in the USA have bother- 
ed to in id support it with their dues and, perhaps more 
important, their voice. With such a small constituency it is 
a wonder that ARRL has done as well as it has. 


APATHY affects even those who join. Only a small percent 
ever respond to League requests for views on pending rule~ 
making. Also, those who complain about the League activi~ 
ties, or lack thereof, seldom bother to vote in its elections. 
The recent West Gulf election had “record participation" 
but still only half the members voted! 


Yes, Arthur, the NRA and AARP do have “clout" in Wash- 
ington but they did not start out by writing letters. They 
have horsepower because they went out and recruited mem- 
bers numbering in the MILLIONS. Once they got that, 
their voice, with or without letter writing, became formid- 
able. 


| recognize that QCWA, wanting to grow its own member- 
ship, would find it difficult to put on a drive for ARRL 
mmembers. At the least, we should encourage responsive- 
ness and participation in rule-making comments, voting, 
etc. by those who are already members of ARRL and/or 
QCWA. Arthur made a good start in his closing para~ 
graph. 

Yes, the FCC does take some actions in an apparent 
vacuum because it often appears that the hams do not care. 
An an engineer practicing before the FCC for over 30 years 
(now retired) | saw the awesome power of commercial radio 
interests and | feel FCC often gave hams some protection 
on its own initiative. 


Arthur says that "QCWA members voted" against a renew- 
able license. (APATHY again--only 30% bothered to vote!) 
1 am one who voted for it. Incentive licensing was intro- 


duced to encourage moving up in the hobby. A non-re- 
newable license says "move up or move out." Ham radio 
has always offered something for everyone. If a doctor, 


postman, student or housewife enjoys just working code 
in the novice band, what's wrong with that? 


Amateut photographers, rockhounds, astronomers, etc., can 
take advanced study or, if they choose, stay at "entry 
level" the rest of their lives. That is the beauty of any 
hobby. Why should hams impose an “up or out" policy? 
The NRA encourages its members to perfect their weaponry 
but does not kick them out if they just want to be a "plink- 
er". (The plinker's vote counts the same as the Experts's 
and there are a lot more of them!) 


1 guess | am also in the minority because | support "no- 
code" entry. 1 do so because code is no longer an effective 
way to protect the historically high quality of ham opera- _ 
tions. A casual listen across the "extra" portions of the 75 
and 20 meter phone bands shows, all too frequently, that 
20 WPM did not screen out bad manners or stupidity. Nor 
has 5 WPM done it for 2 meters. 


If the effort spent in learning, and testing for code was 
put on a much tougher Novice examination element, cover- 
ing Rules and Operating Procedures, we just might head 
off a few of those lids at the start. 


1 agree with Arthur that after losing a real "friend in 
court"-- Barry Goldwater, we need,, more than ever, to 
keep our Congressmen informed with letters, clippings, etc.

BROADCASTING 
At the risk of boring you, we've decided to talk just a 
bit about Broadcasting - a very special area of that art. It 
is certain that many QCWA Members worked in broadcasting 
at one time or another of their lives, so, perhaps this will 
be interesting. 


Back in the early 1960's the FCC gave some thought to the 
authorization of super-power AM broadcast stations, to oper- 
ate with 750,000 watts of power. Several stations were en- 
couraged to file applications for study, using this power. 
few years later the same activity was again receiving some 
thought and additional stations were urged to file applica- 
tions. Among those filing were KSL, WGN and WLW. | ex- 
pect that others filed too - nothing came of it, the lobby 
against it being too strong. | have the application filed by 
WLW in 1962, in front of me and would like to provide you 
with a bit of information that was presented in that docu- 
ment. The first part is a capsule history of WLW's opera- 
tion up to 1962,

"On 3 March 1921, Station 8CR was originated in the home « 
of Powel Crosley, Jr. and operated at 20 watts. On 2 March 
1922, Station 8CR was moved to Northside, a suburb of Cin- 
cinnati and licensed to the Crosley Manufacturing Company 
and the call letters were changed to WLW. This station op- 
erated on a wave length of 360 meters and a power of 50 
watts. The following September, the power was increased 
to 500 watts. In January of 1925, WLW again increased its 
power, becoming the first broadcast station to operate with 
5000 watts. In 1927, Congress established the Federal 
Radio Commission with the authority to clear up the chaos 
among stations. The FRC assigned channels which were 
specified in kilocycles instead of wave lengths, and also 
specified operating power for different stations. The new 
assgnments, which went into effect on 1 July 1927, moved 
WLW to 700 kc, a Clear Channel with 5000 watts. On 20 
October 1928, WLW moved to Mason, Ohio and installed 

the country's first commercial 50,000 watt transmitter. On 
17 April, 1934, Crosley began transmission on an experi- 
mental license with a power of 500,000 watts. In 1938, 

the FCC conducted extensive hearing relative to operation 
of WLW and the possibility of higher power for all Class 1A 
stations. Resulting from these hearings, and a Senate 
resolution limiting the power of broadcast stations, the FCC 
denied renewal of the experimental authorization in March, 
1939, at which time WLW reverted back to 50,000 watt op- 
eration. One of the studies which was made in great de- 
tail and applicable to present day conditions, was the 
adjacent channel interference studies." 


Since most of us are interested in operating conditions, 
let me quote some figures with respect to the final amp- 
lifier proposed for use at WLW, in 1962: 


The 1934-1939 transmitter used at WLW with an output 
power of 500,000 watts was still available. It was proposed 
to modify that transmitter to operate with a power of 750, 
000 watts. The final RF amplifier was to consist of three 
separate cubicles,” each with two IT & T tubes, type 
D-1060A, for a total of six. A bit of information on these 
truly heroic tubes is in order -~ Filament voltage was 14.5 
volts at 330 amperes...the starting current for each filament 
was 1000 amperes and it took 15 seconds for the tube to 


light up. In typical class C operation, the following operat- 
ting values were expected: 

DC plate voltage 12,000 V 

DC Grid voltage -1,500 V 

Peak RF grid voltage 2,300 V 

Peak RF plate voltage 10,500 V 

DC plate current 14.8 A 

DC grid current 2.6 A 

Driving power 6.0 kW 

Power output 140,000 W 


it can be seen that with six tubes, the 750 kW would be 
easily reached and, with the experience WLW had in its 
previous super-power operation, little doubt is possible 
that they would indeed have achieved the desired operation. 


Finally, the WLW antenna 1s 708 feet above ground. At 
700 kHz, the impedance is 374-j107,ohms and, at 750 kW the 
antenna current would have been 44.7 amperes, a value 
that would have brought joy to the heart of 8ER in 1920

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FCC ACTIONS AND REACTIONS 


The FCC has issued a Notice of Proposed Rule Making, 
designated General Docket 87-14 which, if carried out as 
proposed, will result in transferring certain portions of the 
radio spectrum from amateurs to private industry. It is not 
the purpose of this comment to do other than report on the 
Proposed action. The following excerpt appears in the FCC 
document released February 12, 1987: 


PROPOSAL 
"In summary, we are proposing to reallocate the 216-225 Mhz 
band as follows: (1) maintain the primary maritime mobile 
allocation in the 216-220 MHz band; (2) maintain the second- 
ary aeronautical mobile, fixed and land mobile allocations in 
the 216-220 MHz band for telemetry operations only; (3) re- 
allocate the 220-222 MHz band on a primary basis to the 
land mobile service for both government and nongovernment 
operations and delete the existing primary allocations to the 
amateur, fixed and mobile services; and (4) maintain the 
primary allocations to the amateur allocation in the 222-225 
MHz band and delete the existing primary allocations to the 
fixed and mobile services. The primarly allocation to the 
radiolocation service for government operations in the 216- 
225 MHz band would be maintained until 1990, when radio- 
location would become secondary except for one Navy radar 
system. Specific operaint rules for the land mobile service 
would be developed in a further proceeding." 


The following, taken out of context, but offered in the 
Docket under the heading of REGULATORY FLEXIBILITY 
ANALYSIS, "IV. Description, potential impact and num- 
ber of Small Entities Affected: This proposal will help 
satisfy radio needs of private land mobiel radio services 
as well as increase market opportunities for radio manu= 
facturers, some of which may be be small businesses. 
Beyond this, we are unable to quantify the potential 
effects on small entities..." 


If you are interested, the following quotation is taken 
from the Docket: "19. In accordance with the provis- 
ions of Section 1.419 of the Rules and Regulations, 47 
C.F.R. 1.419, formal participants shall file an original 
and five copies of their comments and other material. 
Participants wishing each Commissioner to have a person- 
al copy of their comments should file an original and 
eleven copies. Members of the general public who wish 
may express their comments without regard to form (as 
long as the docket number is clearly stated in the head- 
ing) ." 


At press time there is under consideration petitioning the 
FCC to extend the deadline for comments. If granted this 
would permit respondents to prepare more comprehensive 
and conclusive arguments against the proposal.

EDITORIAL MUMBO JUMBO 


There has been considerable interest in why the amateur 
radio bug doesn't bite as hard or as deep as it used to. 
Questions have been raised as to why our new amateurs 
don't stay with it, or upgrade. We have seen, in the QCWA 
NEWS, some comments, and being in the position that | am, 
| will ‘drop a few of my own thoughts on this matter. 1 
only wish that I could provide some positive thoughts on 
how we might resolve the situation... 


In the 1920's and before, radio was magic, if you could 
hook up the batteries to a set without burning out the 
tubes you were a "wizard" and it seems to me, reflecting 
on those times that, most of our amateurs were young, en- 
tranced by the romance attached to tapping a key and be- 
ing heard around the world. And, then there was another 
very important factor not generally considered now - one 
of necessity had to build not only a transmitter but a re- 
ceiver....sure, they were simple, but still, considering the 
times, difficult enough that adults would look at your pile 
of haywire in wonder. Altogether, being a ham not only 
provided a juvenile status symbol, it gave you a head 
start in high school physics, and was thrilling. Compare 
that with ham radio today! 


Even we old timers refuse now to build even a final 
amplifier. There is no way we can build a transceiver 
that the XYL will allow in the game room, or living room, 
that will work 1/10th so well as a “rice box". A very few 
of us ever even experiment with antennas now. So, the 
ego trip we used to enjoy is gone, and a young amateur 
to be is not impressed with anything except a 940 or its 
equivalent, completely out of range of most pocketbooks 
of teen-agers. And then, there is the code. It was all 
we had in the early days, no alternative, either learn 
to use the code or no ham radio! That made the choice 
easy....one certainly wanted to get on the air and to én- 
joy all the plaudits from adults and other less gifted 
kids who did not become hams. Today even the most 
hardbacked of we old timers will agree that CW is a 
fading thing in the interest of young people who want 
to become "brain surgeons" without having to invest the 
required time to qualify for it.....it is our way of life 
now. Aside from the dog-in-the-manger attitude, and | 
admit that | have my share of it, there is little to really 
support my contention that a ham will be a better ham 
if he is forced to learn the code. Mostly ! have taken 
the stand that one should be willing to give up some- 
thing in order to enjoy the privileges of amateur radio. 
Well, this is true, but only in degree. One is willing 
to give time to attaining some proficiency in anything 
only if it appears that the end result is worth the cost. 
We are not making it appear, to our young peopie that 
the effort required is worth the result attained. How 
and what will be required to change that attitude is beyond 
my ken. | only know that something must be done. We as 
amateurs of standing must, in some fashion, mount a con- 
census which will permit us to keep our "mores" and yet 
make amateur radio possible for young people without them 
paying a cost beyond that which they are willing to go. 


| think that a quotation, author unknown, fits the pic- 
ture pretty well...."The times are changed beyond reckon- 
ing, whereas you and | are by no means changed, we re- 
main very much as we were 50 years ago. One wonders 
how much longer the public will continue to permit us to 
set standards no longer popular. 


Given that we must do something, ARRL and the FCC and 
others have attempted to make a smooth playing field, where 
we old-timers can and will welcome new entries into our 
game, recognizing that life cannot really go on without 
change and that one must, to be happy, change with jit. 
Computers are the rage now, and bid fair to remain that 
way for quite a while. A "hacker" enjoys the same macho 
prestige now as we did as kids with our TNT's, etc. It

seems to me that we must, in some fashion recognize that 
a wedding of computer techniques and amateur radio is 
just as certain as death and taxes and, that a very fine 
and expert computer enthusiast might just make a wonder- 
ful amateur radio man, provided we don't make him adhere 
to archaic (to him) rules of the game. It seems to me we 
should be exploring those areas wherein we can pave the 
way to invite new and exciting ways of communicating for 
@ new generation of amateurs who may not be able to 
dit=dit-dit-dah but, who can wrestle a computer to the 
floor! 


Now, being long past the age of having young kids 
about me, | have, during the past 30 years seen both of 
my children marry, and make me a grandfather 5 times 
over. | have seen the mothers of these grandchildren 
become slaves, driving the kids to DANCING SCHOOL, 
to LITTLE LEAGUE, to SOCKER GAMES, to SWIMMING 
LESSONS, to MUSIC’ LESSONS, to HANDBALL PRACTICE, 
to EVERYTHING UNDER THE SUN, claiming the atten- 
tion of young people. They simply don't have time for 
~ UNLESS, it is made attractive to them. 
and, attractive is not being able to work ZS - instead, 
it might mean a amateur hookup of computers across 
town, or across the state. And remember, there is one 
other thing that claims young peoples attention now that 
we, as kids 60 years ago did not have - parents pressure 
to get good grades and a scholarship....it is a wonder 
to me that we get any new young hams when one con- 
siders the competition amateur radio faces with other 
activities. 


Please, all of us, for the sake of what amateur radio 
can be, let us join hands, work to maintain our public 
frequencies and, do everything in our power to accom- 
modate our young people so that they may truly enjoy am- 
ateur radio (albeit it may be different than that we had) 
in the future.

Her son, Kenneth was W2LJJ and is a theatrical manager and 
talent broker, while her daughter, Betty Jane, is a medical 
doctor in the Rochester area of New York.
